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President Ford’s plan to prevent future abuses by the 
US. intelligence community will be unveiled this week, 


according to White House sources. 


Although some decisions have not yet been made, the 4 
basic ingredients of the package are: ; 
— An independent White House board to monitor in- 


ielhgence agencies’ 
adherence to new presidential 
directives containing ‘Thou 
Shalit Nots."’ Some directives 
will be stated publicly in 
revised agency charters, 
while others will be classified 
because they relate to secret 
operations. 

Inspector general offices in 
each agency will be 
strengihened and directed to 
report improprieties to their 
chieis and to the White House 
board. The board will have 
investigatory power and will 
be required to report abuses to 
the President and findings of 
alleged criminal activities to 
the Attorney General. 

The new board would not 
oversee intelligence collection 
or analysis as does the 
President's Foreign 
Inteligence Advisory Board 
under present White House 
orgaruzation. :
